CORRESPONDENCE SOLICITED 
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DIFFICULT TO LINE UP ALL FACTORS FOR 2%c. NEWS 


Federal Trade Commission, It Is Intimated, Is Encountering More Trouble Than It Anticipated in Lining Up 
Manufacturers and Publishers And in Putting into Operation Its Scheme for the Redistribution of News 
Print—Some Publishers May Be Willing to Pay Old Price in Preference to Giving Up 5 
Per Cent. of Paper Contracted For. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuincton, D. C., March 12, 1917.—It looks here at this 
time as though the Federal Trade Commission has “bitten off 
more than it can chew” in the news print situation. It was easy 
enough for the commissioners to say that $2.50 is the proper 
price, but it is a far different matter to “line up” all of the manu- 
facturers and all of the publishers and then to redistribute the 
paper. As a matter of fact, the job is such a large one that it 
would take all of the time of the commission to carry it out, and 
therefore it is expected here that a committee will be appointed 
composed of manufacturers and publishers to carry out the redis- 
tribution plan. Up to this time no definite announcement has 
been made to this effect, but it is uppermost in the minds of officials 
of the commission and doubtless such a proposition will be tried 
out. 


Publishers Asked to Sign Another Agreement. 


In comparison with the past couple of weeks things in the 
news print situation have been quiet around the commission. 
There have been no conferences with either manufacturers or 
publishers and insofar as can be learned neither are in Washing- 
ton. One of the interesting developments of the past week has 
been the fact that the commission is asking the publishers to sign 
another agreement. Following is a letter which has been sent 
to the publishers during the past week: 

“The commission has found it advisable, now that the question 
of price has been settled, to modify the form of agreement with 
publishers somewhat, and is therefore enclosing copy of new 
agreement which you are requested to fill out and return promptly. 
The price for roll news in carload lots will be reduced to $2.50 per 
100 pounds, but the way is left open to readjust the price at the 
end of three months in case it is found to be too low to afford 
the manufacturers a fair profit. It is made a necessary condition 
of the reduction in price that the publisher release 5 per cent. 
of his tonnage each month, but he may make additional purchases 
when absolutely necessary to meet his actual requirements, provid- 
ing, however, that he shall report the details thereof to the com- 
mission. 

“As soon as you have signed the agreement your name will 
be forwarded by the commission to the manufacturer from whom 
you purchase, thereby making the reductions in contract price 
effective on shipments since March 1, 1917.” 


Form of Latest Agreement. 


Following is the new form of agreement sent to the publishers 
with the letter quoted above: 

“With the understanding that the price in my contract with 
the — ——— company for the purchase of standard news print 
paper be reduced to $2.50 per 100 pounds f. o. b. mill for the 
period March 1, 1917, to September 1, 1917, unless readjusted by 
the Federal Trade Commission after the expiration of three 
months from March 1, I hereby agree to release each month 5 
per cent. of the tonnage I have contracted for and authorize the 
above company to resell the paper thus released under such 
restrictions as may be imposed by the commission acting as arbi- 
trator for the purpose of having it go only to publishers who do 
not now have contracts covering such six months period of time. 
I also agree that during this period I will not purchase any 
paper in addition to that already contracted for, unless it becomes 


absolutely necessary to meet my actual requirements, and in case 
such additional purchases are made, I agree to report at o 
to the commission for each purchase the quantity purchased, price 
paid, name of seller and reasons for the purchase. Further, | 
agree during this period to discontinue the privilege of returns 
and eliminate waste in every way possible. I understand that 
failure to conform to the spirit of this agreement may result 

a forfeiture of the reduction in price.” 

Readers-of the PAPER TRADE JouRNAL will doubtless find much 
of interest in the above communications. It must be remembered 
that the former agreement which the commission had with the 
publishers here, like the one ahove in many respects, was not 
signed by a very great number of publishers. As a matter of fact, 
it is doubtful if there was a sufficient number of publishers, all 
giving up 5 per cent. of their contract, to leave a very wide margin 
of free paper on the market. 


May Not Care to Sign Agreement. 


One of the interesting problems that the commission is now 
about to face is whether some of the larger publishers in par- 
ticular, who have plgnty of money, would rather not pay the addi- 
tional cost and retain their 5 per cent. of paper. Those doing 
this, according to the agreement, will still be forced to stick to 
their present contract price, whatever that may be. 

It is too early at this time for any answers to have been received 
by the commission from the publishers to the above communica- 
tions, and there is some speculation as to whether or not enough 
will sign this agreement to make the whole thing worth while 


Intimate Papers Should Reduce Size. 

There are certain officials of the Federal Trade Commission, 
who, while placing the blame on the manufacturers, are not so 
short sighted but what they are placing considerable blame also 
on the publishers, especially the large publishers. There has been 
considerable talk about the commission the past few days to the 
effect that it would seem only a part of wisdom for some of the 
large metropolitan dailies, who get out several editions a day, if 
they must get out so many papers, at least to cut down their 
size. It may be remembered in the preliminary report of the 
commission published last week, that near the end of the report 
this very point was strenuously touched upon. 


Some Difficulties Encountered 

The impression seems to have gotten abroad in some way or 
other whether an opinion was expressed by some member of the 
commission or not, that it was the hope of the commission to so 
redistribute paper that large buyers would purchase from mills 
nearest at hand and thus save high freight charges. 
sition is certainly easier said than done. 

One of the commissioners was out of town for a couple of 
days last week and it is reported that he was trying to “line up” 
some of the publishers and also some of the manufacturers. Upon 
returning he refused to discuss what success he had had. 

It is probable that the commission will not take any very definite 
steps in the near future, until it has heard from a good many of 
the publishers in reply to the above communications. It is under- 
stood that experts of the commission have been working during 
the past week on this redistribution plan, but what headway they 
have made or what their plans are at this time they are not will- 
ing to discuss now. 


Such a propo- 
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There has been a good deal of talk about the commission also, 
especially within the past couple of weeks, relative to the future 
supply of wood in this country, and the conservation movement 
in general. Francis J. has_ been 
especially active in this direction. He is very much of the opinion 


Heney, the special attorney, 
that the larger newspapers are short sighted in their extravagant 
use of news print at this time, and he believes, according to state- 
ments that he that if conditions continue the way

Federal Commission and Publishers Meet 


Representatives of the Federal Trade Commission, beginning 
Monday, have been meeting in conference with publishers of New 
York daily newspapers for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
further drastic economies in news print consumption could not 
be effected in view of the rapidly increasing shortage of print 
paper. 

Federal Trade Commissioner Will H. Parry and Francis J. 
Heney, of San Francisco, who was retained especially for the 
commission’s investigation of the paper industry, were the rep- 
resentatives of the government at the conferences, which were 
attended by 25 representatives of the newspapers of Greater New 
York. 

lhe trade commission representatives outlined briefly to the 
publishers the conditions prevailing in the news print situation, 
and pointed out that while they knew that many economies had 
been adopted and were being enforced, the shortage in production 
had reached a stage where further and more drastic methods of 
curtailment were an absolute necessity in order to avoid the abso- 
lute exhaustion of the paper stocks. It was pointed out that the 
manufacturers of news print paper had agreed to a reduction, and 
that the co-operation of the publishers was now sought in reliev- 
ing conditions. 

Preliminary action was taken by the newspaper representatives 
by forming a conference co:amittee headed by E. M. Scholz, of the 
Evening Post, as chairman, the other members being George A. 
McAneny, of the Times; Bradford Merrill, of the American; 
William C. Reick, of the Sun, and Herbert F. Gunnison, of the 
Brooklyn Eagle. This committee will meet with the representa- 
tives of the government this morning for an hour, at the end 
of which time all the representatives of the newspapers will confer 
with the trade commission agents, and the situation will be gone 
into in detail, after the committee has reported the results of its 
conference. 


Try to Make Publishers Give Up Paper 


(SPECIAL TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Wasutncton, D. C., March 14, 1917.—Francis J. Heney and 
Commissioner Parry, of the Trade Commission, are in New York 
trying to persuade some of the larger newspaper publishers who 
do not purchase from news print manufacturers signing the agree- 
ment to give up 5 per cent. of their paper. In addition to those 
purchasing from the signatories this has been found necessary, it 
is said, as some of the larger publishers are refusing to give up 
5 per cent. because their competitors are not doing it. 
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Unless these publishers can be lined up it is feared that the 
distribution plan may not work out owing to the fact that there 
will not be enough free tonnage to do any good. 


Boxmakers Fight Graft 

The Board of Directors of the Paper Box Credit Protective As- 
sociation at a meeting held in the Broadway Central Hotel on 
Tuesday voted to employ a detective agency to run down dishonest 
manufacturers and clerks. The evidence discovered by the de- 
tectives, it was said, would be turned over to the district attorney’s 
office. 

Samuel L. Wallerstein, counsel for the association, said that, 
since circulars had been issued warning the consumers of paper 
boxes against the existing evil, two manufacturers who were in 
collusion with clerks employed by customers have had a narrow 
escape from going to jail. Mr. Wallerstein refused to give the 
names of these manufacturers, but said they had made restitution 
of large sums of money when confronted with evidence of their 
misconduct. 

“The methods practiced by these manufacturers,” said Mr. Wal- 
lerstein, “were the most bare-faced that have yet come to our 
The receiving clerks of the consumers would call at 
the offices of these manufacturers, sign receipts, and receive bills 
for that were never Of course the receiving 
clerks got their share for thus assisting such manufacturers.”

Frank Crane, man- 
ager of the mills, has arrived in the city accompanied by Mrs. 
Crane and their son. Mr. Crane will take personal charge of the 
work of constructing Fort Madison’s latest mammoth industrial 
acquisition. 

The mills here will furnish paper materials for the Montgomery 
Ward Company of Chicago and as such will be as stable and per- 
manent an industry as the city can boast, furnishing labor to hun- 
dreds of workmen and affording vocational opportunities to the 
ambitious young men that are offered scantly in a city of this size. 

The machinery for making box-board, to be used in making cor- 
rugated paper boxes, is now here in storage awaiting the comple- 
tion of the first building. Freight shipments have been so numerous 
that railroad men are already familiar with the address “Montgom- 
ery Ward Company, Fort Madison, Iowa.” 


Montana May Have New Mill 


Lipsy, Mont., March 12, 1917—J. A. Koram, of Kalispell, is pro- 
moting plans for a paper mill to be put up at or in the vicinity of 


Kootenai Falls. It is said that a syndicate has already been formed 
by local men and that the proposition will be carried through. 

Data collected by the officials of the national forest show that 
there is sufficient raw material in this region to provide for a num- 
ber of paper mills. With the present high prices of paper and the 
great demand for the product, it is believed that the enterprise will 
be a very profitable one.

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PRICE FIXING DISCOURAGES 
CANADIAN NEWS PRINT MEN 


Action of the U. S. Federal Trade Commission Is Not Generally 
Approved, but Belief Is Expressed That It Will Ultimately 
Be of Advantage to Canada—American Mills, It Is Said, 
Will This Year Experience the Greatest Shortage of Pulp 
in Their History—Canadian Book and Wrapping Paper 
Mills Far Behind on Their Orders—New Riordon Mill 
to Be at Kipawa. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTrREAL, Que., March 12, 1917.—A wave of discouragement 
is passing over the news print industry in Canada owing to the 
fact that the United States administration has followed the ex- 
ample of the Canadian Government and fixed a price of 2% cents 
per pound as the maximum price which may be charged for roll 
news print. 

While it is difficult to see how this price can be forced on the 
Canadian manufacturers exporting to the United States, it seems 
to be taken for granted that the measure will have the effect of 
substantially reducing the profits of the export business and of 
substantially curbing the investment of capital in news print 
enterprises. 

None of the representatives of Canadian mills who have ex- 
pressed themselves on the matter, however, can conceive of any 
reason why an American fixed price could be made to apply to 
them. Here is how one of them puts it: “If the United States 
wants more paper than it can produce, it cannot dictate to the 
rest of the world at what price the rest of the world will supply 
it. The shortage has recently brought from South America of- 
fers of $4.50 a pound at the mills. One Canadian company re- 
fused such an offer the other day; another closed for a fair ton- 
nage at 414 cents. With this fairly firm footing to stand on, 
what will the Canadian mills do as a matter of business policy?

“It would be contrary to human nature for the news print 
makers to own up to any satisfaction over the arbitrary limiting 
of their profits by what is in effect a fixed price in Canada and 
the United States. It is no secret, however, that since their first 
outburst of indignation many factors of a compensating descrip- 
tion have been making their appearance.

Large Profits in High-Grade Papers. 


The financial statement of the Howard Smith Paper Mills, 
Ltd., for the past year shows that trade conditions have operated 
greatly to the advantage of makers of high-grade papers during 
The company produced 4,866,496 pounds of paper in 
1916, an increase of 789,148 pounds over 1915. This increase of 
close to 20 per cent. in the production is substantial, but its mone- 
tary Sales for the year were $694,966, an 
increase of $295,254. Net profits for the year were $159,437. This 
enabled the company to declare within the year 21 per cent. in 
dividends on the preferred stock, wiping out arrears that had 
been accumulating since the beginning of 1914. After writing off 
depreciation, etc., totaling $49,659, the balance available for divi- 
dends was $109,778. 
7 per cent, the balance earned on the common stock was $76,528, 
equal to 14.6 per cent. on the $525,000 stock outstanding prior to 
the issue of $537,500 new stock at the end of the year. The

A Former Decision on Paper Rates 

The commission was evidently under the impression that it 
had satisfactorily disposed of this matter in its decision in Of- 
ficial Classification Rates on Paper, 38 I. C. C., 120, as to which 
the present decision says: 

We considered these various proposed increases, and for pur- 
poses of convenience the principal kinds of paper involved in 
the proceeding were grouped in the report under the following 
classes: (1) News print paper; (2) printing and wrapping 
paper; (3) paper boards, including strawboard, pulp board, bind- 
ers’ board, and box board; and (4) building and roofing paper. 
In that case the only specific testimony introduced by respondents 
therein in support of the proposed increase on wall board was 
to the effect that “wall board is distinguishable from wood pulp 
board or fibre board in that it is made up from those two articles 
in two or more layers, and has gone through a further process 
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value.” The proposed 
rates on wall board were not separately mentioned in the report

We ordered 
the cancellation of all tariffs under suspension in that case and 
authorized the publication on short notice of tariffs in conformity 


with our findings therein. 
Commission Does Not Sustain Carriers 

The carriers took an advantage of that decision to presuppose 
the fact that the commission failed to pass specifically on wall 
board and justified the proposed increase on that commodity. In 
this view they are not sustained by the commission’s latest utter- 
ance on the subject. 

The complaint of the Beaver company, which is a concern en- 
gaged in the manufacture of wood pulp wall board at Buffalo, 
attacked the rates charged on carload shipments of beaver board 
moving from that city to points in C. F. A. territory as being 
unjust and unreasonable and unjustly discriminatory. Previous 
to April 1, 1914, this material moved together with similar mate- 
rials, either in straight or mixed carloads, at the 83.33 per cent. 
of the sixth class rate, under a minimum of 40,000 pounds. On 
that date tariffs were issued making the full sixth class rate ap- 
plicable to beaver board in straight carloads, minimum 40,000 
pounds, and later included plastergon and upson board, leaving 
wood pulp board and other wall boards not specially mentioned 
at the old rate of 83.33 per cent. of sixth class. This, the com- 
plainant contended, enabled competitors to ship into Buffalo ter- 
ritory at a lower rate than was in effect in the reverse direction 
of travel. These rates the commission finds unjust and unreason- 
able, and the carriers have until May 12 to remove the discrimi- 
nation. 

Tariffs Suspended 


In Docket I. & S. No. 906, tariffs were suspended which were 
to have become effective on September 1 and October 10, in 
which it was proposed to increase the carload commodity rates 
on plain or undecorated fibre board or wood pulp wall board, car- 
loads, between Chicago, Rockford and Waukegan, IIl., and Mii- 
waukee and St. Louis; from the same points and Milwaukee to 
Springfield; from Lockport, Marseilles and Morris, Ill. to St. 
Louis and East St. Louis; from Peoria, Marseilles, Morris and 
Wilmington, Ill, to Milwaukee, Watertown and Madison, Wis.; 
from Milwaukee to Sterling and Rock Falls, Ill.: from Beloit, 
Wis., to Peoria, and other Illinois points; and from and to points 
taking the same rates. 

Protests Filed by Rockford Co. 

Protests were filed in behalf of the Rockford Paper Box Board 
Company, which manufactures a four-ply chip board known as 
Rock board, which is used as wall board, box board for covering 
wood frame boxes, picture-frame backs, mirror frame backs and 
drawer bottoms. The proposed rates would subject wall board 
when shipped for purposes of wall covering to rates higher than 
would be applied when it was intended for other purposes, and 
the commission finds that the carriers failed to justify the pro- 
posed tariffs in this respect. 


Other Increases Not Justified 

Docket I. & S. No. 916 dealt with tariffs which were filed to 
become effective September 12 by which the carriers proposed to 
increase the carload commodity rates on wall board from Mil- 
waukee and Chicago to Indianapolis and other Ohio River cross- 
ings, and from Milwaukee, Chicago and Indianapolis to Bristol, 
Tenn.-Va., and points taking the same rates, and rates based 
thereon; the commission also finds these increases have not beem 
justified by the carriers.

BUYS HAMPDEN CARD DEPT. 


With Additional Equipment Company Will Considerably In- 
crease Manufacture of Various Lines of Cards—National 
Blank Book Company Buys Large Tract of Land Near 
Present Location, but Will Not Immediately Build— 
Trustees of Holyoke Vocational School Discuss Offer of 


American Writing Paper Company to Turn Over to Them 
Mt. Tom Mill for Paper Making School.

Hotyoxe, Mass., March 12, 1917—The Highland Manufacturing 
Company, manufacturing stationer and dealer in paper, has pur- 
chased the stock, machinery and good will of the card department 
of the Hampden Glazed Paper and Card Company. Patrick J. 
Judge, treasurer of the Highland Manufacturing Company, in con- 
firming the report, told the Paper TRADE JoURNAL’s correspondent 
that the sale by the Hampden Glazed Paper and Card Company 
included all the regular and special machinery used in the manu- 
facture of square cut and round cornered cards. 

Work on removing the stock and machinery from the Hamp- 
den Glazed Paper and Card Company has already been started, 
and a force of men is now at work at the plant of the High- 
land Manufacturing Company assembling the machinery. As 
soon as the machinery is assembled and arrangements perfected 
the Highland Manufacturing Company will undertake the more 
extensive manufacture of these cards, which is an important step 
towards expanding and improving its already excellent business. 

This is not a new undertaking by the Highland Manufacturing 
Company, which has already a fine index card and square cut 
and round cornered cards department, but with this added 
machinery and equipment the company will manufacture these 
cards on a considerably larger scale. 

The Highland Manufacturing Company is well known in the 
paper trade industry, and since its incorporation in 1912, with 
Mr. Judge as treasurer, the firm has found it necessary to make 
numerous changes towards increasing its business. It is a com- 
paratively young concern in the Holyoke paper industry, but one 
whose prospects for the future are exceedingly bright. Patrick 
J. Judge, treasurer of the company, has been in the paper busi- 
ness for 38 years, and is prominently known in paper trade circles. 


National Blank Book Co. Buys Land. 


The National Blank Book Company has consummated a deal 
with the Holyoke Water Power Company whereby the National 
Blank Book Company acquired a large tract of land at Water 
and Appleton streets. The plot contains 62,800 square feet and 
affords a splendid location for a factory building. The property 
has a frontage of 200 feet on Water street and extends back 314 
feet on Appleton street to the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad tracks, which circle the Connecticut river bank. 
The National Blank Book Company has no intention of erecting 
a building on the newly acquired land, at the present time, accord- 
ing to Edward S. Towne, assistant treasurer of the company. The 
purchase was made, however, with an eye for the future, and 
should the National Blank Book Company find it necessary to 
further expand it will doubtless turn its attention to this ideally 
located plot. 


Plans for Paper Making School. 


The trustees of the Holyoke Vocational School held a lengthy 
discussion last week, Tuesday evening, on the advisability of 
accepting the plant of the Mt. Tom Paper Company division of 
the American Writing Paper Company, in which to establish a 
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school of paper making. The offer of the American Writing 
Paper Company to turn over its Mt. Tom Paper Company plant 
to the Holyoke Vocational School was made some time ago, fol- 
lowing the request of the members of the school department that 
the local paper manufacturers co-operate with them in the estab- 
lishment of paper making classes and classes of the allied trade 
At that time the Vocational trustees decided to postpone furtl 
action on the establishment of such classes, and the matter 
again re-opened last week. At the meeting last week the proposi 
tion of the American Writing Paper Company was reviewed from 
all angles, and it is the hope of the trustees to eventually organize 
paper making classes in this plant. Plans are not progressing 
rapidly, but there is reason to believe that the plan will ultimately 
succeed. Should the classes be established, it will be done on a 
conservative rather than on an elaborate one. It is the 
purpose of the members of the School Board to commence in a 
small way and to develop gradually.

Niagara Falls Trade Notes 
[ From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Nracara Fatts, N. Y., March 12,.1917—Eddy E. Mansfield of 
the Cliff Paper Company, just back from the Porcupine district 
in upper Canada, says there is considerable difficulty in getting 
pulp wood through the freight embargo, but that the Cliff com- 
pany has been successful in getting a supply sufficient to keep the 
mill in operation. The Pettebone-Cataract Paper Company closed 
down this morning because of lack of pulp wood. It is not known 
just when a supply will be received. 

S. A. Williams, secretary of the Fiber corporation, owned by 
the H. W. Johns-Manville Company, announced last Wednesday 
that at a meeting of the corporation directors it was authorized to 
increase the wages of the 350 employees of the Lockport plant 10 
per cent. Those receiving small pay will receive more than 10 per 
cent. The company will erect a new office building in Lockport, 
and will also undertake the beautification of the factory grounds. 
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HE number of parts connected with the suction 

boxes to be removed when changing the wires has 

been greatly reduced in the Ideal Fourdrinier Part.

This arrangement 
forces the two rolls together, and serves to maintain them in 
proper alignment to each other. The new plan has been 
found to be a great improvement. It entirely obviates the 
trouble, which in the ordinary machine has been the cause 
of so many patent doctor blades, for this particular place.

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FOLDING BOX BOARD MAKERS 
HOLD MEETING IN CHICAGO 


Lively Interest Is Manifested in the Work of the New Organi- 
zation and a Considerable Addition to the Membership 
Is Made—Robert Gair, Jr., Says That Standardizing of 
Cost Accounting Methods Is a Vital Necessity in the In- 
dustry—Other Prominent Men in the Industry Express 
Themselves Emphatically as Favoring Work Along the 
Lines—Next Meeting Is Scheduled for Rochester, N. Y. 


The second membership meeting of the Folding Box Manufac- 
turers National Association which was organized in New York on 
January 30, was held at the Hotel Sherman, Chicago, recently. 
Eighty per cent. of the membership responded to the roll call 
which evidenced a lively degree of interest in the work of this 
new organization. Invitations had been sent to a number of other 
folding box manufacturers who had been unable to attend the 
original meeting in New York. As a result eleven manufacturers 
added their names to the roll of membership. 

J. E. Clenny, the president of the association and vice-president 
of Sefton Manufacturing Corporation, presided. 


Cost Accounting Methods Discussed. 

An instructive discussion on cost accounting methods held the 
attention of members during the entire morning session. H. C. 
Stevenson of the Committee on Costs and Accounting, with charts, 
tabulations and blackboard illustrations, presented one of the most 
interesting not to say startling exhibits that had ever engaged the 
attention of label and carton printers and lithographers. He had 
made certain analyses and tabulations of the estimating methods 
in vogue in fifteen or twenty of the label and folding box plants. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the value of materials and the per- 
centage of net profit had been prescribed to all members alike so 
that there could be no appreciable difference in these elements, 
the prices for the finished product reached by the different mem- 
bers varied to so great an extent as to show conclusively that 
in estimating some of the members lose sight entirely of some 
of their minor elements of actual cost. 


Mr. Gair on Cost Accounting. 

Appropriate to the discussion Robert Gair, Jr., vice-president 
of Robert Gair Company, Brooklyn, New York, read to the meet- 
ing certain pertinent extracts from Edward N. Hurley’s recent 
book, “Awakening of Business,” which disclosed clearly the funda- 
mental elements underlying the present tendency to reform unsound 
practices in cost accounting. Mr. Gair expressed his earnest con- 
viction that the standardizing of our cost accounting method was 
a vital necessity and advocated the prompt and efficient prosecution 
of this work for the benefit of all of the members of the associa- 
tion, 


Addresses by Other Prominent Manufacturers. 


Addresses in advocacy of sound practices were made by J. P. 
Hummel, president of Hummel & Downing Company, Milwaukee; 
Thomas W. Ross, treasurer of Ohio Box Board, Cleveland; Will- 


iam Ottmann, vice-president of the United States Printing & 
Lithograph Company, Brooklyn and Cincinnati; Albert Wes- 
selman, sales manager of Richardson Paper Company, Lockland, 
Ohio; Marvin Campbell, president Campbell Box Paper Company, 
South Bend, Ind.; W. A. Gaylond, president Menasha Carton 
Company, Menasha, Wis., and R. R. Richardson, president Chicago 
Carton Company, Chicago. 


Work to Be Vigorously Prosecuted. 
A resolution was adopted urging the vigorous prosecution of 
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the cost accounting work and with the aid of expert assistance. 
At the afternoon session the members discussed the subject of 
the establishing of uniform and reasonable trade customs and 
regulations and many suggestions were offered for the informa- 
tion of the Committee on Trade Customs and Practices which 
will make a complete report to the members at the next meeting. 
The members recorded a unanimous vote of thanks to Mr. 
Stevenson as a mark of appreciation for his efforts in bringing 
the cost accounting work so effectively before the membership,

The members voted to call the next meeting in Rochester, N. Y., 
on April 13, and to extend a cordial invitation to those manufac- 
turers who had not yet identified themselves with this 
ment to be present on that occasion.

Paper Men to Co-operate with Maine Forester 
‘FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Bancor, Me., March 13, 1917.—Representatives of Maine paper 
manufacturing companies promised co-operation with the Maine 
State forestry department at a meeting held in Bangor last week 
with Forrest H. Colby, the newly appointed forestry commissioner. 
The paper companies, especially the Great Northern Paper Com- 
pany, and the Eastern Manufacturing Company, realize that their 
interests as large land holders and those of the State, in the mat- 
ter of saving the forests of Maine from fire, are identical, and the 
manufacturers intend to co-operate more extensively than 
before. 

Fred. A. Gilbert of of the 
partment of the Great Northern, informed Mr. Colby that it was 
a waste of money for the State to string telephone wires in the 
woods parallel with those of the Great Northern. “We 
glad to allow the State to use our telephones at any time without 
expense,” he said. 

Great Northern employees, Mr. Gilbert said, have orders to drop 
all work in hand whenever a forest fire breaks out and assist in 
putting it out. The company has maintained a motorcycle fire 
patrol on the 35-mile turnpike road between Lily Bayand Ripo- 
genus and plans to extend it this year. 

Douglass Crocker, forester with the Manufacturing 
Company offered every assistance on the part of his company in 
the use of their power boats, telephones, etc. 

Commissioner Colby announced that because of the increase in 
valuation of Maine forest lands, the amount of money available 
this year for the Maine Forestry district will be $83,000 instead 
of $73,000, and the department has a balance of $27,000 left over 
from the Mace administration, so finances are in excellent shape. 
Regarding this, Mr. Gilbert said: “A hundred thousand dollars 
looks big, but it wouldn’t be much if a forest conflagration should 
break out on the east branch.” 
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Franzen Suffers Big Fire Loss 


Mitwavukee, Wis., March 10, 1917.—Fire on the third floor of 
the brick building occupied by the William Franzen Paper Com- 
pany, 282 Florida street, last week caused a loss on building and 
contents estimated at about $80,000, and engaged practically all 
of the available apparatus of the city. 

The principal loss, according to Mr. Dahinden, was suffered by 
three Milwaukee newspapers—the Sentinel, the Evening Wisconsin 
and the Kuryer Polski—which had print paper worth, it is said, 
$50,000, stored with the Franzen Company. This is a total loss, 
according to Mr. Dahinden. The loss on the Franzen stock is 
placed at $20,000 and on the building at $10,000.

Watertown, N. Y., March 12, 1917—A very important change 
in the operating management of the Deferiet plant of the St. Regis 
Paper Company took place last Friday when William F. Hazel 
was installed as superintendent of the mill. For the past eight 
years he had been superintendent of the Watertown division of 
the International Paper Company, and his ability had been under 
the close observation of the new owners of the St. Regis Com- 
pany. It is believed that this step marks a very important change 
in the affairs of this concern, and that the fullest efficiency of this 
large plant will soon be again reached. 


Worked Way from Bottom to Top 


Superintendent Hazel entered the paper manufacturing business 
nineteen. years ago and has worked from the bottom to the top. 
He understands men and methods and will place his invaluable 
experience to the test in his new position with the object of show- 
ing a production of one hundred and fifty tons a day, the capacity 
which this plant has given- regularly up to a few years ago when 
labor difficulties were encountered. He has been residing at Glen 
Park, but will remove his family to Deferiet at once. 

Mr. Hazel has been succeeded in the local division by John A. 
Stinchfield, who comes from the company mill at Orono, Me. He 
has been superintendent of the mill there, and comes here as a 
man of experience. 


Mr. Sheahan Goes With Crown-Willamette Company. 


William Sheahan, who for the past six months has been the 
superintendent of the St. Regis plant at Deferiet, has accepted 
a position as superintendent ‘of one of the mills of the Crown- 
Williamette Company, of Portland, Ore. He was formerly con- 
nected with that concern. 

Some time ago Mr. Sheahan invented a patent paper carrier 
which is widely used in the mills of the country, and is manufac- 
tured by the Bagley & Sewell Company in this city. For a few 
years he was on the road selling these devices to the trade. 


Mr. Hazel Pleasantly Surprised 


A diamond studded Elk tooth charm and a nice traveling bag 
were presented to William F. Hazel Saturday night as a token 
of the esteem in which he is held by the employees of the Water- 
town division of the International Paper Company. For eight 
years Mr. Hazel had been superintendent of these mills, and his 
men learned to have great respect for him, and took this manner 
of expressing it when he left them to accept the position of super- 
intendent of the Deferiet mill of the St. Regis Paper Company. 

Saturday night Mr. Hazel was met at the local station by a 
committee of International Paper Company men, consisting of 
James Cope, foreman of the Ontario Mill; Jack McMillen, fore- 
man of the C. R. Mill; Frank Dempsey, foreman of No. 4 mill, 
and John T. Shields, of the office force. They escorted him to 
the local Elks club, where they surprised him with the presen- 
tation. 

In presenting the gift, the spokesman of the committee made 
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it clear to Hr. Hazel that it was a token of the very high esteem 
in which he is held by the men in this division, and that with him 
to his new position went their best wishes. Attention was called 
to the success Mr. Hazel had in raising the standard of efficiency 
of the I. P. mills, and that it was his well-known ability in this 
respect that brought the insistent call from the owners of the 
big Deferiet mill. 

The gift came as a surprise to Mr. Hazel, and he briefly ex- 
pressed his feelings toward the donors who had so diligently lent 
their co-operation which made his efforts effective, and had so 
kindly remembered him with their gift and best wishes while 
departing for another employment. 


Alexander Ellison Indicted 


L. Schulberg, of 140 Nassau street, dealer in rags and paper 
stock, secured an indictment on two counts before the Grand 
Jury of the Court of The King’s Bench of Montreal, Canada, 
against Alexander Ellison, proprietor of the Iron and Metal Supply 
Company, of Montreal. Ellison represented that he had $2,700 
worth of guaranteed gunny bagging and entered into an agree- 
ment with L. Schulberg to ship this on receipt of $1,700 worth of 
tailor rags and $1,000 in cash. 

Mr. Schulberg entered a civil action against the defendant and 
secured two judgments against him—one for $1,257.27 and the 
other for $1,661 in addition to interest and costs. Then he entered 
the criminal action against him for securing money under false 
pretences, and on March 9 secured an indictment against him on 
two counts. First, Ellison secured $1,700 worth of rags and $500 
in cash on the representation that he had shipped a car of guar- 
anteed gunny bagging. 

Mr. Mains, president of the American Pad and Textile Com- 
pany of Greenfield, Ohio, testified as to the total worthlessness of 
the bagging, which he received from the defendant. In addition, 
Mr. Schulberg stated that this car was billed at 32,800 pounds 
and on investigation was found to contain only 18,100 pounds. 

The second count was secured because the defendant represented 
that he had a car of guaranteed bagging on a railroad siding ready 
for shipment and on this representation secured $500 and never 
shipped the cargo. 

Mr. Schulberg says that Ellison formerly did business under 
the name of Alexander A. Ellison & Son and The Metal Products 
Company, Ltd., and other companies, all of which have abruptly 
ended their career in bankruptcy proceedings. Mr. Schulberg is 
of the opinion that many other rag dealers have had similar ex- 
periences with the defendant and he wishes to bring the matter 
of these criminal proceedings before their and other dealers’ 
attention. 


Union Iron Works Making Pulp Mill Machinery

Bancor, Me., March 13. 1917.—The Union Iron Works of Ban- 
gor, an old local industry, established in 1827, has turned from 
manufacture of sawmill machinery to making pulpmill machinery 
and is meeting with success in the new line, now employing more 
men and paying higher wages than ever before in its history. 
Improved models of screens for pulp, wet machines, pulpwood 
grinders, etc., are being turned out. H. E. Tidmarsh of New 
York, one of the country’s expert designers of pulpwood ma- 
chinery, is in charge of the designing department. The company 
has recently sent machines to the S. D. Warren Company of 
Westbrook, Me., Howland Pulp and Paper Company, Howland, 
Aroostook Pulp and Paper Company at Van Buren, Penobscot 
Chemical Fibre Works, Great Works, and Eastern Manufacturing 
Company, South Brewer, for replacing old machines and as new 
equipment. Other machines have been sent as far west as the 
State of Washington and as far south as Savannah, Georgia.

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Turpentine By-Product of Wcod Pulp 


Frederick W. Kressman, a chemist connected with the Forest 
Products Laboratory at Madison, Wis., has discovered a new 
source of turpentine supply as a by-product in the manufacture 


of wood pulp. The discovery was made while Mr. Kressman 


“was engaged in experimental work at Orange, Tex., in a mill 


making wrapping paper from wood pulp of the long leaf pine. 

According to a report made recently to Government officials 
in Washington by Dr. Howard F. Weiss, director of the Forest 
Products Laboratory, in the process of making this paper, the 
wood is cooked in chemicals and while being done the steam is 
allowed to escape. That steam has mixed with it a lot of tur- 
pentine which never has been worth much commercially because 
it had a very offensive odor. 

The Forest Products Laboratory sent Mr. Kressman to Orange 
to work out a method of removing this odor. This has been 
accomplished and the turpentine saved is asserted to be as pure 
and sweet as the gum turpentine. 

The present process of salvage yields about a gallon and a 
half to a ton of paper, and as this small mill makes about thirty- 
five tons a day this odorless turpentine already is being gathered 
and sold commercially and has proved to be a material source 
of income as a by-product. The Federal experts think that it 
will never bring quite as good a price as the gum turpentine, but 
like the wood turpentine will be sold for a few cents less per 
gallon. 

The production of turpentine from this source, they say, will 
never interfere to any appreciable extent with the production 
from present tapping methods because it is gathered merely as a 
by-product. 

Mr. Kressman, who discovered how to make this turpentine 
odorless and commercially valuable, has resigned from the Fed- 
eral service, and has become general manager of the Standard 
Alcohol Laboratory at Fullerton, La., which is making 3,000 gal- 
lons of alcohol a day out of sawdust. The process under which 
this concern operates was worked out by Mr. Kressman in the 
Forest Products Laboratory, although it was originally discov- 
ered 100 years ago in Sweden. 


A New Coloring Material 


J. M. Kuykendall, of Denver, Col., writes as follows regarding a 
new coloring material: 

“Dusell brown product was discovered by a sheepherder about 
one year ago. As it comes out of the ground it looks very much 
like dry tar and resembles coal somewhat. We have sent samples 
of this material to several prominent chemists; and all of them 
have stated that it was qn entirely new product. and that they 
were unable to say what it was, but several of the chemists have 
stated that it would take the place of a Vandyke brown, and could 
also be used as a sap brown. We have also ascertained that it 
can be used for printing inks and for wood stains. 

“We have not fully developed our property, but we think we have 
this product in large quantities. 

“We are very anxious to have it tried by the paper manufacturers 
of the country, for we feel that we would have enough of this 
material to supply all of the trade in this line in the United States, 
which would eliminate .the importation of the Vandyke and sap 
browns from Germany.” 


Envelope Factory for Los Angeles

International Paper Adjustment 


Chairman Close, of the preferred stockholders’ committee of 
the International Paper Company, states that 82%4 per cent. of 
the preferred stock has been deposited with the Bankers’ Trust 
Company to adjust the deferred dividends. The large proportion 
of stock deposited makes it seem highly probable that the plan 
announced recently in the Paper TrapE JourNAL will be adopted.

Boston, Mass., March 12, 1917.—There is very little change: in 
the situation from week to week so far as the jobbing trade is 
concerned. Of course, speculation is keen as to what will be the 
ultimate effect of the attempt at regulation of news prices by the 
Federal Government, but it is as yet too early to know definitely 
just what result this will have on the sale of news handled by 
the jobbing trade. Orders still continue to be received on general 
lines largely for small quantities and there are very few large 
orders being placed at the present time, and such as are received 
are apparently for immediate use on the part of the purchaser. 
There is no tendency at all to increase stocks. Manila lines are 
slightly more active and the volume of business continues fair in 
cheaper and medium grades of bonds and writings, although fine 
bonds and writings are still comparatively quiet. Among the paper 
stock dealers there is little change reported in market conditions. 
Mills are not actively interested in the purchase of stocks appar- 
ently and few inquiries even are being received. Rags are par- 
ticularly quiet. Bagging is fairly steady and there is slight in- 
crease in the sale of old papers.

Some Eastern Maine paper manufacturers have decided to 
instal an apparatus for saving the pitch from spruce pulpwood and 
sell it to concerns that turn it into paint remover and other cheap 
solvents. 

It is not a complicated process by any means. The pitch, or 
spruce turpentine, as it is technically known, comes out of the 
wood when it is cooked in the acid digestors and when the acid is 
drawn off from the digestors, the pitch floats to the top. If it is 
desired to save it, the pitch is simply skimmed off the top 
mechanically and placed in a barrel. Then it is shipped to the 
concern that buys the by-product and converts it into a commercial 
article. 

The question in the mind of those who are hesitating about 
adopting the process is whether it improves the acid by removing 
the pitch. The acid, as is well known, is used over and over again. 
If, as some claim, it is strengthened by removing the pitch, one 
manufacturer says that in his opinion the process will be generally 
adopted in Maine. 

Another factor entering into the situation is the size of the mill, 
It is generally computed that a mill producing 50 tons of pulp a 
day will return about one barrel of pitch a day. Mills with an 
output of four or five times that amount, of which there are not 
many in Maine, at least by the sulphite process, which is the only 
one by which this method can be used, would yield four or five 
barrels, an amount that is considered to be decidedly worth saving. 

Again, the price of this spruce turpentine has recently advanced 
and if it goes high enough, all the mills will want to save their 
pitch. 

A new process has been discovered and patented by a Philadel- 
phia concern for turning this pitch into paint remover, and this 
company is making special efforts to have Maine pulp mills save 
all their spruce turpentine. 


S. D. Warren & Co. Start Sulphite Plant 


PortLaNnD, Me., March 12, 1917.—Although the big sulphite pulp 
mill recently erected by S. D. Warren & Co, in the rear of 
mills at Cumberland Mills, has not been wholly completed as yet, 
portions of it have already been put into operation, and the 
manufacture of the pulp which has always been purchased in 
other cities is an established fact. 

One of the big digesters has been installed, and the complete 
operation of making the pulp has been put through with most 
satisfactory results. When the new plant is in full operation, 
which will be in a few weeks, more than 100 men will find employ- 
ment there. 

The new building, which is a very imposing addition to the 
already enormous plant, is constructed with a steel and reinforced 
concrete superstructure with tile walls, and is about 100 feet in 
height. 

Another problem which is being faced by the paper company is 
the housing of the many families that will come as the big plant 
steadily grows, for there is already a large number of workmen 
who are forced to make the trip to and from Portland each day 
to their work in the mills, owing to the scarcity of rents, and it is 
probable that there will be extensive building in the near future, 
either by the company or by private corporations.

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CANADA CURIOUS AS TO HOW 
NEW PAPER PRICES WILL WORK 


An Increase in Sulphite Prices Will, It Is Believed, Be Certain 
to Bring an Increase in News Print Prices at the End of 
Three Months—Publishers Insist That Big Earning of 
Pulp Concern Substantiates the Position They Have Taken 
with Regard to Unfair Paper Prices—Speculation as to 
How Fixing of Prices in United States Will Affect Canada 
—Port Arthur Co. Pushes Project. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, March 12, 1917.—The new prices for news print in 
rolls and sheets, as reported by your correspondent last week, 
have gone into effect already. Some of the publishers will be 
surprised to learn that it is the understanding of the mills that 
these prices are to cover only the next three months, and that 
they are subject to revision early in June. An increase in sulphite 
within that period may easily result in a slight increase in the 
paper prices. The opinion is expressed that in such an event 
the pulp men would bring upon themselves the searching eye of 
the Government armed with “war measure” powers. The report 
of the Riordan Company with its largely increased earnings on 
pulp has drawn forth a double form of comment. One is from 
the publishers, who declare—not discriminating between pulp mills 
and paper mills—“There, we ‘told you so’; there’s all the proof 
that is needed that we were being charged far too much for our 
paper even in 1916.” The paper mill man is inclined to the com- 
ment that the financial statement locates the real quarter where 
profits are being made, and that he himself has been blamed un- 
fairly by the publishers. 


How Small Publishers Will Be Affected 


Discussing the new situation, one of the leading news print men 
in the business said to the PAperR TRADE JOURNAL: 

“One aspect of the new terms that the smaller publisher will 
come to realize is not very favorable for him, compared with the 
old, is the method of payment. In the past he used to take at 
least 60 days, and generally more. If he paid in 30 days he got 
2 per cent. off. Now he must pay in 30 days net, and he will 
not get any extension under present conditions. Nor is there the 
same reduction on sheets as on rolls. The price ruling up to the 
present and the one that most probably would have held for this 
year was $4 per cwt. This for the shorter hauls included freight, 
while the new terms, starting at $3.25, mean that nearly everyone 
must pay $3.50, as few buy sheets in carload lots. On this $3.50 
price the freight must be paid, and in addition they will be out 
the 2 per cent. discount.” 


. 


Effect of Price Fixing in United States 


All sorts of explanations are being made as to how the fixing 
of the price in the United States will affect the price paid by 
United States publishers or jobbers to Canadian mills. The paper 
mill authority quoted above states that it is understood that sev- 
eral, but by no means all, Canadian news exporters agreed before 
the Federal Trade Commission made its report that they would 
abide by the prices fixed by the Commission. Not for a moment, 
however, did they imagine a price of $2.50 would be the decision! 
Now they are sorry they promised. The most of the exporters 
have still to fight out this questions of prices with their American 
customers. 

It is generally recognized that the fixing of prices on news will 
have a. restraining influence on prices of other papers. 

Discussing this point with your correspondent, the head of a 


book paper mill said: “It is almost certain to keep down any 
further advances in pulp prices, and if these do not get higher we 
will keep our prices where they are now, except for a few adjust- 
ments to cover the extra cost of labor.” 


P. D. Ross on the Situation 


In explanation of the Government’s action in taking over con- 
trol of paper prices, P. D. Ross, proprietor of the Ottawa Journal, 
and head of the special committee of the publishers, states that the 
proposed increase of $25 a ton on news print by the mills (raising 
the price to $3.00 per cwt.) would have meant $7,500 a day in- 
creased cost to the Canadian newspaper world, or $2,250,000 a year, 
the consumption of news print in Canada being close to 300 tons a 
day. 

“The total annual profit of all the newspapers of Canada com- 
bined is estimated to have rarely exceeded $1,000,000 a year. An 
increase in the price of white paper to $60 a ton meant, therefore, 
not merely the wiping out of the entire profit of the industry, but 
a net loss, in addition of $1,250,000 a year, unless great newspaper 
economies were effected, or newspaper prices raised for both ad- 
vertising and subscriptions. 


Strong Language Regarding the Mills 


He uses some pretty strong language in referring to what he 
says were the intentions of the mill men: “So the Canadian Press 
Association said to the government, in effect thus: ‘Our mills in- 
tend to soak us because they can get a huge price in the United 
States for all the paper they can make. If we don’t take their 
paper at their own price they'll cut us off and sell their whole 
output to the States. This is not a fair situation. . . . We 
are to be bled because our manufacturers are accidentally able to 
sell to prosperous foreigners at their own figures all the news 
print they can make.’” He goes on to refer to the papers having 
helped build up the milis by a customs duty of 25 per cent 

He admits that a big increase in price was justified. 

“It became clear, however, that unless the paper mills were to 
be required to sell below cost in Canada, which the newspapers 
had not asked, there would have to be a big advance in the cost 
of newsprint.” 


Port Arthur Co. to Continue Big Project 


After some doubt had been felt in paper circles as to whether 
in view of losing the Black Sturgeon limits in the tendering last 
month the Port Arthur Pulp and Paper Company would go on 
with its big project at the head of the lakes, the Paper TRADE 
JourNAL was informed today by I. H. Weldon, the president, and 
by Mr. Punsford, general manager, that the work would be pushed. 
Tenders for construction are likely to be let this week and work 
will start on the first of next month. 

A local paper in discussing the last two sales, to Mr. Canick 
and Mr. Marks respectively, says that it is well known that Mc- 
Kenzie & Mann, of the Canadian Northern are behind the two, 
and that the case may develop into one of those titanic power 
struggles that has been going on for several years past between 
Sir William McKenzie of the G. N. R. and Sir Adam Beck, chair- 
man of the Government Hydro-Electric Commission. The Mc- 
Kenzie interests control Nipigon power, while Sir Adam is plan- 
ning to develop Dog Lake and incidentally supply the new Port 
Arthur Pulp and Paper Company. 


Better Demand for Paper Bags 


Schorsch & Co., who operate a large paper bag factory in New 
York City, report a greatly increased demand for their goods. This 
buying movement is naturally very encouraging, for they state 
that the demand for paper bags and paper sacks was very poor 
during January and February. They believe, though, that this was 
attributable to the very heavy buying during the latter part of 1916.

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Canada to Profit 


The Federal Trade Commission, judging from various reports, 
is not having plain sailing in making generally operative its plan 
for 244-cent news print. Paper manufacturers not included among 
the original signers of the plan are showing reluctance to en- 
dorse it, and some of the larger publishers at least seem willing 
to pay the price originally contracted for during 1916 in prefer- 
ence to signing the agreement to give up 5 per cent. of their 
The 


situation as it exists at present seems to bear out the contention

That news print manufacturers generally were disappointed by 


the action of the commission in naming as “fair and reasonable” 
a price of 2% cents for news print may be appreciated easily 
enough by reducing to figures the approximate natural price of 
news print as based on the current quotations for materials and 
the price of labor. An authority in the trade has figured it out 
about as follows:

In the light of these figures it is not strange to learn that so 
far as some news print manufacturers are concerned, the price 
of 2% per cent. suggested by the Federal Trade Commission as 
“fair and reasonable” is regarded with something akin to dismay. 
In arriving at the price named it must of course be assumed 
that the commission found the mills supplied with wood pulp 
that had been obtained at a decidedly more favorable rate than the 
current market price. Whether or not it is fair to ask the mills 
to forgo any current advantage they may be in a position to 
obtain from this foresight, can be more accurately decided as time 
goes along. 

For the present it may suffice to state that wood pulp is get- 
ting to be a decidedly scarce and valuable commodity. Judging 
from reports coming constantly from all sections the situation in 
The truthfulness 
of this statement may perhaps best be judged by the view ex-

pressed in this week’s issue of the Paper TrapE JouRNAL by a

Canadian authority who says: American mills will ex- 
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perience this year the greatest shortage in the supply of pulp in 
their history. It will be absolutely impossible to buy any pulp 
wood for export from Canada after September next. There is 
a shortage in the cut of at least 25 per cent. due to the scarcity 
of labor and weather conditions of an abnormal character. This 
will react on the news print industry and before the year is out 
inany publishers will be almost on their knees begging for paper.”

cluding he ventures the prediction that no more news print plants 


dustry in Canada the biggest impetus it has ever had. 
will be built in the United States and that the present mills will 
be gradually turned to the manufacture of the higher grades of 
paper. 

It may not make pleasant reading to have it thus frankly stated 
by one of our neighbors across the line that the present activities 
of the government may complete the work of wholly driving the 
news print industry into Canada which was so foolishly started 
by the reciprocity fiasco during the Taft administration, but this 
is an opinion that is increasingly being accepted by some of the 
best informed men in the paper business. 

When this transition of the industry occurs, the daily news- 
papers of the country will not be in a position to influence the 
price of news print to their advantage as they have been in the 
past and they will have themselves largely to blame for the 


change. 


Paper Making School Needed 


It is to be regretted that the commendable offer of the Ameri- 


can Writing Paper Company to turn over to the trustees of the 
Holyoke, Mt. 
plant to be used as a school for paper making was not spon- 


Holyoke Vocational School at Mass., its Tom 


taneously accepted. It is encouraging, however, to learn that the 
offer is still under éonsideration and that the plan of the Ameri- 
can Writing Paper Company may be expected to materialize 
ultimately although it may be carried out conservatively in the 
beginning at least. 

The desirability for such a school at Holyoke is so apparent 
that lacking details all those connected with the paper trade will 
wonder what is causing the delay in definitely inaugurating the 
project. Holyoke needs such a school as indeed do other paper 
making centers. The suggestion that the school, if established, 
would not long remain local in its influence is an apt one that 
should appeal favorably to the State Board of Education which, 
The 
prestige of Holyoke as the “Paper Making City” extends far and 
wide, 


it is understood, will be appealed to for financial assistance. 


and its advantages for training in the manufacture of 
paper are so fully appreciated throughout the country that the 
school could not fail early to have a wide influence for good in 
the entire paper industry and doubtless lead to the establishment 
of similar schools elsewhere. 

With the government cooperating with popular opinion in the 
endeavor to limit profits in the paper trade there can be no doubt 
in the mind of anyone that this and other conditions will in the 
near future greatly emphasize the great need of schools for the 


training of practical paper makers. Mill help not properly trained, 
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of which there always has been and unfortunately still is far 
too much in the paper industry, produces waste and disseminates 
profits of which paper manufacturers under other conditions 
might take advantage. Poorly trained help also is certain to 
prove a bad stumbling block in the way of introducing the effi- 
ciency methods that are bound to be increasingly considered 
within the next few years. 

For all of the foregoing reasons it is to be hoped that the 
American Writing Paper Company will persevere in urging the 
adoption of its plan for a paper making school, and it is to be 
hoped also that the importance of the proposition will appeal 
so strongly to the State Board of Education that Massachusetts, 
always in the fore front of worthy educational work, will gener- 
ously support the proposed paper making school with any reason- 
able financial assistance desired. 


News Print and the Cariff 


That there is a decided tendency for a non-protective tariff to 
divert news print business, or at least the increase of news print 
business across the border, is shown by the figures quoted recently 
by one large news print dealer, which are given below. The increase 
in the news print production in the United States in the past seven 
years has, according to these figures, been 33,000 tons. The in- 
crease in Canadian production during the same period was about 
500,000 tons, or fifteen times as much. 

As a matter of fact the domestic production of news print was 
1,432,000 tons in 1912, and according to estimate for 1916, was 1,415,- 
000, which represents a slight falling off. These figures are signifi- 
cant, as it was in the former year that the duties on news print 
imports were removed. 

At the same time the constant increase in demand has been met 
by importation. For 1909 the amount of news print imported into 
this country was 42,000 tons. In 1916 it was 468,000 tons. 


Court Dismisses Complaint of Bahr Brothers 


The United States District Court for.the District of Indiana 
handed down the following opinion in the bill of complaint brought 
by Amel F. Bahr and Otto B. Bahr against the Marion Malleable 
Iron Works for infringement of patent. The suit relates to a 
cast liner for Jordan engine shells, and the defendant is really 
the Shartles Brothers Machine Company instead of the Marion 
Malleable Iron Works, who are simply making the casting for the 
shells for the Shartles Brothers Machine Company: 

“The court finds that the Bahr patent in suit No. 946,752, dated 
January 18, 1910, for improvement in paper pulp mills is valid 
and is a meritorious invention, but dismisses the bill of complaint 
in this cause on the ground of non-infringement by the defendant. 

The defendant’s device has no slit in the shell receiving a wedge 
for spreading and thus expanding the shell into a tight fit with the 
casting of the Jordan engine as specified in the claim of the Bahr 
patent. The defendant’s device has a solid one-piece shell and is 
secured in the casing by inserting wooden wedges between the shell 
and the casing and, therefore, does not include the invention 
claimed in said patent.” 


Labrador as Paper Source 


St. Joun’s, N. F., March 10, 1917.—Applications made recently 
for timber limits in Labgador, with a view to the manufacture of 
pulp mills, have reviewed discussion in this colony of the dispute 
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between Canada and Newfoundland as to jurisdiction over Labra- 
dor. For more than a century the bleak seacoast line to the north- 
east of the Province of Quebec has been under the undisputed con- 
trol of Newfoundland, but. the question of how far inland this 
control may be permitted to extend never has been settled. 

Recent investigations have shown that there are great timber 
resources in the interior of Labrador and the present agitation 
for an attempt at settlement of the boundary dispute results from 
the belief of many persons interested in relieving the present pulp 
and paper shortage in Canada and the United States that develop- 
ment of Labrador resources would open a large new field for pulp 
manufacture. 


To Utilize Rice Straw for Paper 


Prine Biurr, Ark., March 12, 1917—According to W. R. Beattie, 
agricultural commissioner of the Cotton Belt Railway, rice grow- 
ers of this state have completed arrangements by which rice straw, 
which has heretofore been wasted, will be sold to paper manufac- 
turers of the North, who will handle virtually all the rice straw 
they can obtain from the Arkansas fields, of which Stuttgart is. the 
center. Mr. Beattie says the growers will receive about $4 a ton for 
their straw, and that there are about 100,000 tons of straw each year. 

This will add about $400,000 to the profits of the Arkansas rice 
growers each year. The American Straw Board Company of 
Akron, O., is now erecting near Stuttgart four large compresses, at 
which straw will be compressed and baled for shipment. 


Savage Mill About Ready to Make Wood Pulp 


SKOWHEGAN, Me., March 12, 1917——The ground wood depart- 
ment of the Savage Manufacturing Company’s mill which was 
totally destroyed by fire one year ago, is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion.

FOR MILL MEN 


A Department for the Solution of the Troubles, Large and Small, That Are Encountered by the Workers in the 
Mills in the Course of Their Duties in Making Paper and Pulp— All Mill Men Are Invited to Send in 
Both Questions and Answers—A Free Exchange of Ideas Is Desired—By Active Co-operation 
This Department Can Be Made a General Clearing House for Information in Regard 
to Practical Paper Making. 
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Holes in Deep Colored Paper 

Question No. 2395.—In making deep colored paper on a Four- 
drinier machine equipped with a suction roll the paper shows up 
terribly two sided. That is, the bottom side shows the marks or 
holes of the suction roll. Is there any way to help this trouble? 

ANswER No. 2395.—When making heavy colored paper and the 
bottom side shows the holes in the suction roll, it may be due 
to the paper being too wet when it reaches the suction roll and 
may be remedied by sucking it drier on your last flat suction 
box, or, if you have none, by installing a flat suction box. The 
trouble may also be due to the use of improper coloring matter, 
which has no affinity for paper making fibres and is easily drawn 
from them by the suction. Or perhaps the coloring material has 
not been properly fixed on the fibres. It would be well to check 
up the coloring thoroughly.

Question No. 2396—Can you inform me through your weekly 
magazine whether it is possible to wash and bleach paper stock 
through a Bellmar Bleacher? If the washing process in this 
bleacher has ever been performed before in this country, will 
you please state where and the size and style of cylinder employed? 

Answer No. 2396.—The Moore & White Company, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., which manufactures the Bellmar Bleacher, has furnished 
the following statement regarding it:

Weight of Top Press Rolls 

Question No. 2397.—What is the proper weight for the first, 
second, and third top press rolls on a machine making heavy 
bristol? This is a 78-inch Fourdriner machine. 

Answer No. 2397.—The question of how much top press rolls 
should weigh for running bristols cannot be answered directly, 
due to the many different circumstances which occus in paper 
making. The weights of the various press rolls are controlled 
by the levers and weights carried on either side and thereby 
adjusting as the conditions of your paper require. To answer 
your question directly we would have to know exactly all condi- 
tions of the particular machine to which you refer. Especially 
the condition of the stock and the quality of the paper. 


Miami Valley Has Difficulty Getting Material 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Hamitton, Ohio, March 10, 1917.—On account of an embargo 
announced by the railroads, the Sterling Paper Company was un- 
able to obtain sufficient raw material last week, and as a conse- 
quence the plant remained closed until today when operations 
were resumed. The company has ample orders and there is a 
big stock of the finished product on hand but on account of the 
railroad situation, finds itself unable to obtain cars for the de- 
livery of paper. 

The same situation has existed heretofore in several sections 
of the valley and has caused considerable inconvenience to manu- 
facturers, The general car situation is improved, however, accord- 
ing to statements in some quarters. The coal situation is any- 
thing but promising. Prices are almost prohibitive and indica- 
tions point to even more aggravating conditions in the future. 
Contracts are being closed by some of the manufacturers. 


A New Process for Making Pulp 


H. M. Harn, of Chicago, claims to have discovered a new 


process for making wood pulp. Mr. Harn has been exhibiting 
a sample of pulp made by this secret process from red and yellow 
firwood in three hours after there was 100 pounds steam pressure 
in the digester. 

The inventor states that pine and tamarack and wood and tim- 
ber, now considered unfit for the manufacture of paper pulp, can 
be utilized by this process. Pulp can be made of red or yellow fir 
by this process at $15 per ton, it is claimed. 

The discoverer of this process has also a process for making 
paper waterproof and has a process for bleaching ‘this pulp, after 
which it looks a good deal like cotton, and chemists have given 
as their opinion that gun cotton can be manufactured of this 
pulp.

The electric lift paper roll calender noted in the accompanying 
illustration, Fig. 1, as well as the hydraulic lift paper roll calender 
seen in photograph, Fig. 2, were developed in Wilmington, Del. 
These chilled rolls are used directly in the paper making machines 
and are mounted in housings one over the other, each set being 
called a stack, which may have any number up to 11 rolls. The 
journals are cast iron, cast in one piece with the roll and run in bab- 
bitted or bronze lined boxes. In the important and all the heavier 
stacks the boxes are jacketed for water circulation and the bottom 
boxes have ring oilers and are made self-aligning. 

It may be stated each stack is fitted with a system of compound 
levers and weights for applying additional pressure at the journals 
of the top rolls and all large stacks are fitted with some method of 
lifting any or all of the rolls off the bottom one. In many cases 
this is a hand mechanism consisting of four threaded rods resting 
on ball bearings and operated by ratchets which raise the rolls by 
means of nuts and cross bars placed at proper intervals. 


Lift Operated by Electric Motor 
The photograph, Fig. 1, shows a more elaborate lift operated by 
an electric motor, controlled from the floor; while Fig. 2 shows iu 
a hydraulic lift consisting of two cylinders on top of machine with Fic.

and the bottom and top rails given enough crowning to compen- 
sate for the sag caused by the weight of the stack, as well as the 
pressure applied to the journals of the top roll.

intermediate rolls are bored with a straight hole about 2%4-inch 
diameter and fitted with stuffing boxes. In selecting the proper 
housing for a stack it is necessary to have the one in which the 
jaws are wide enough to permit the rolls to pass out endwise. 


Rolls for Other Purposes 


It is of interest to note that rolls for oil mills, ink mills, paint 
mills and chocolate mills are made solid with the ends bored and 
steel journals forced in by hydraulic pressure and then all trued 
up together and ground. The coasting or saturating machine rolls 
are chilled rolls with cast journals, cast with the rolls. They are 
bored with a straight hole and ground to run in sets of two or 
more and are used in machines for coating and saturating paper 
and felt with tar and paraffin usually for roofing. 

It may be mentioned that some of the paper machines required 
chilled iron press rolls. These are usually chamber cored, not

bored, to lighten them, and the journals are cast iron, cast with the 
rolls. The super calenders are used to put extra finish on paper 
after it is taken from the machine and slit, usually having an alter- 
nate roll of chilled iron and paper or cotton. The chilled rolls 
have cast-iron journals, cast with the roll and frequently are bored 
for stuffing boxes. 

Board Calenders 


Board calenders of the type noted in Fig. 3 are used to calender 
sheets of binder board and consist of two chilled rolls geared 
together and provided witlr housings and means of applying screw 
pressure to top rolls, and these rolls are usually bored and fitted 
with stuffing boxes. The box board calender shown in illustra- 
tion, Fig. 3, is the simplest form of board calender, in which the 
bottom roll only is driven, depending for the friction of the board 
to drive top roll. The top roll is raised and lowered by two inde- 
pendent screws, making it necessary to move both alike to keep 
rolls in alignment. The drive is by cast-iron gears and Moore 
and White friction clutch pulley, and 20 horsepower is required for 
its operation, the weight of the calender being about 14,000 pounds. 
The paper roll calender noted in the photograph, Fig. 4, has a 
ratchet lift operated by hand instead of being manipulated either 
by electrical motors or by hydraulic power. 


Scott Co. to Locate in Chester 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA; March 14, 1917.—Announcement has been made 
by the Scott Paper Company that when improvements now under 
way or contemplated are finished it will abandon its plant and 
offices at Seventh street and Glenwood avenue in Philadelphia 
and establish headquarters in its new plant at Chester. It is not 
expected, however, that final removal will be made in less than a 
year. 

The plan to re-establish in Chester was conceived some years 
ago, and in 1910, when it became necessary to add to the factory 
equipment to meet constantly increasing orders, a large and favor- 
ably equipped site offering room for plenty of future expansion 
was purchased in Chester, twenty-one miles from this city,,.and a 
plant erected there. Since that time several additions have been 
made, until today the bulk of the company’s production is turned 
out at the Chester factories. 

The Scott Company was established in Philadelphia in 1878 and 
is one of the largest makers of tissue in the United States. One 
of its world-famous specialties is the Scott tissue paper towel, 
which has come into general use in offices and factory buildings 
since public health officials started to place such high value on 
sanitation. 

According to W. S. Rogers, treasurer of the company, improve- 
ments to cost about $500,000 are under way or contemplated.

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PROSPECTIVE COAL PRICES 
WORRY KALAMAZOO MILLS 


District Is Said to Face an Aggregate Increase in Coal Bills of 
Over $700,000—Coal Question Has Been an Aggravat- 
ing One All Winter—Mills Are Experiencing an Unpre- 
cedented Slump in Orders—DMills, However, Are Being 
Run Just as Though Business Were at High Tide— 


Position of the Raw Material Market Makes Improbable 
Any Slump in Paper Prices. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

KaLamazoo, Mich., March 12, 1917.—The paper manufacturers 
of the Kalamazoo river valley district face an aggregate increase 
in coal bills of over $700,000 for the next twelve months. The 
black flag has been hoisted, and every mill manager knows that 
he will pay for the privilege of getting enough fuel to keep his 
mill running after April I. It will be no April fool joke when the 
new contracts are made and the new schedule of prices go into 
effect on that date. 

Mills in this district burn slack coal, and have in years past 
paid from 65 cents to 75 cents a ton at the mine. Now the coal 
operators are busy quoting prices for the same grade at from 
$2.25 to $2.75 f. o. b. mines. Taking the maximum on the former 
price and the minimum on the quotations for coming contracts, 
there is a raise of $1.50 a ton. Mills in this district use approx- 
imately 9,000 tons of coal each week, or 470,000 tons annually. 
This will mean a boost of $705,000 for the annual fuel bill, and 
the figures are conservative and will be o.k.’d by any mill 
manager 

An Aggravating Question All Winter 

All this winter the question of coal has been a most aggravating 
one. The mills have kept going, but from hand to mouth, and 
only by the utmost economy. Much of the fuel has been of low 
grade, while the prices have been exorbitant. Several threatened 
shut downs have been averted by buying run of mine lump in 
the open market, and paying $6 a ton for it. At times it has 
been impossible to purchase at any price. 

Mills at Kalamazoo, Otsego, Plainwell, Watervleit, Vicksburg, 
Three Rivers and White Pigeon will all suffer alike in the advance. 
Added to the increased cost is the uncertainty of satisfactory 
deliveries. 

Unprecedented Slump in Orders 

Right now the various mills are afflicted with an unprecedented 
slump in orders. The various managers refuse to be in any way 
alarmed by it, and are sitting tight and keeping their mills run- 
ning just as though business was at high tide. 

This condition prevails all over the country, and was inaugu- 
rated immediately after the allied paper interests held their 
annual round up in New York City. It is construed as a united 
effort on the part of the jobbers to break the market. That this 
move will be unsuccessful is pointed out as a certainty. 

Just at the present time printers and all users of paper are well 
supplied. Many of them are overloaded, but this supply will last 
but a short time, and then will come the rush of orders that has 
prevailed during the past twelve months. 

“I look for a renewal of business at high pressure within three 
weeks’ time,” remarked an official of one of the mills. “There 
isn’t enough surplus in manufactured stock available to hold off 
longer than that. Mills running full. capacity have not been able 
to make more than the trade has required from month to month.” 


Position of Raw Materials Strong 
Another official, discussing the situation, said: “The condition 
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of the raw material market is such to preclude any possibility 
of a break in prices of manufactured goods. As long as we are 
forced to pay $6.05 a hundred pounds for sulphate, it will be 
impossible to sell book paper at five cents a pound. Makers of 
sulphate are quoting prices for only 30 days, instead of six months 
as in the past. Under those conditions it is impossible to quote 
prices for far future deliveries. 

“The rag market continues at high mark, though it is easier to 
secure a supply. The only break is in old papers. These are 
down from the record prices of last summer.” 


New Coating Mill for White Pigeon Company 

Plans and specifications are being prepared for the new coating 
mill, which will be erected for the White Pigeon Coated Paper 
Company, White Pigeon, Mich. The building and equipment will 
cost about $150,000. C. C. Colbert, of the American Coated Paper 
Company, Elkhart, Ind., is president and general manager of the 
new company. Oscar Gumbinsky, of Chicago and Kalamazoo, is 
vice-president, while C. E. Nelson, Three Rivers, is secretary.

plant, where new machinery is presently to be installed, with a 
view to doubling output. The output of the plant is sold for 
three months ahead at satisfactory prices. The new Crabtree 
plant, for which additional common stock was sold towards the 
end of the year, is running on manilas and news print, and the 
output is sold four months ahead; also at good prices. Plans are 
being prepared, however, for the conversion of this plant to bpnd 
papers. As to general conditions, the president in his report 
makes the following interesting remarks: 

“The imports of paper into Canada are still large, but are 
showing some decrease; there is ample business in Canada for 
the entire output of our mills, both at Beauharnois and Crabtree, 
and although many tempting offers have been made us to export 
high-grade papers, our whole supply has been kept for the Cana- 
dian market.” 

As to this, it is claimed that in an effort to secure a permanent 
Canadian market for the mills’ output, the company has been 
holding prices at approximately the same level as in the United 
States, despite the heavy duty operating to the advantage of 
Canadian producers. The directors and officers elected were: 
C. Howard Smith, president; J. W. Pyke, vice-president; J. A. 
Cameron, J. J. M. Pangman, D. W. Campbell, H. C. Courtney 
and Harold Crabtree. 


The New Riordon Mill. 


It is now announced that the site of the new 500-ton bleached 
sulphite mill which the Riordon Pulp and Paper Company has 
been planning to erect in the Temiskaming country will be at 
Kipawa, It is hoped that the first unit of 100 tons capacity will 
be in operation before the end of the year. According to Carl R. 
Riordon, the managing director of the company, the product is to 
be a bleached sulphite of a quality equal or superior to anything in 
this line produced anywhere. The company believes that it will 
be able to replace, to the capacity of the mill, the supply of pulp 
of this kind hitherto imported from Europe into the United 
States. 

Donnacona’s New Grinders Start Up. 


The Donnacona Pulp and Paper Company, of Donnacona, Que., 
started its six new grinders in operation this week. The new 
digester will be ready for production early in April, and the com- 
pany will then be self-supporting as regards pulp supply. 

Sir William Price. 

Sir William Price, the head of Price Bros. & Co., Ltd., has ac- 
cepted the rank of captain in order to go to the front in France. 
He recruited and took a battalion overseas, and when it was 
broken up into drafts, he agreed to throw over his rank of lieuten- 
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ant-colbnel and become a captain so that he might have an 
opportunity of taking part in the fighting and possibly later on of 
commanding a force in the field, after the necessary experience 
under actual service conditions. 


Threatened Clay Shortage 

It is doubtful if most of the paper mills have realized as yet 
the seriousness of the present clay situation. There has been 
very little English clay coming over in the last few months, and 
it is the general opinion that there will be no more of the regular 
“clay line” boats at the cheap rates. It is doubtful if a sufficient 
quantity of outside boats can be secured, even with freight extras 
of $4 or $5 a ton, to bring over enough English clay for the paper, 
pottery and other requirements, and even if boats could be had 
it would be difficult and perhaps impossible, to get sufficient clay 
because of the shortage of labor, coal, etc., in England. The pro- 
duction there is only a small percentage of normal. Under these 
conditions users in the different trades have turned to the Amer- 
ican grades, and it has been found that they can be used for 
many purposes, such as coating, for which they were never con- 
sidered suitable; and American clays seem to be the only substi- 
tutes in sight, as the high price of wires has made gritty fillers 
impracticable. 

The English clay imports have averaged from 250,000-300,000 
tons a year, while the production of the Southern clay has been 
less than half that amount, all of which has been taken up by 
its regular trade. The new demand has already been greater than 
the mines here can meet, and there has been a considerable in- 
crease in prices. The American mines also have to contend with 
increased costs of coal and labor, and the freight congestion is 
holding down their production somewhat; nevertheless they are 
increasing their output in an attempt to take care of the new 
consumption; but unless there is a renewal of shipments from 
abroad, it looks as though there will be a big shortage. Paper 
mills, which are depending on getting English clay, it is said, are 
making a mistake, and already many of the larger companies are 
trying to cover their needs. They can readily determine what 
clays they can use, and this gives them a decided advantage over 
the potters, who have to make long tests. 

The stoppage of English clay shipments would affect the coat- 
ing mills even more than the mills using it for filler, as there has 
been no substitute for coating work except the pulverized southern 
grades. Some of the mills are now using the pulverized clay 
entirely, while others are mixing it 50/50 to make their English 
last longer. 

The coaters will, therefore, be particularly interested to know 
that the new mine being opened in Connecticut by the R. T. 
Vanderbilt Company will turn out an even better grade than ex- 
pected. The company will have ready to ship on April 1 a clay 
equal in color and similar in working qualities to the good Eng- 
lish coating grades. 

With the present high cost of pulp, clay is the cheapest filler 
that can be used in paper and in looking after their coal, machine 
clothing and other troubles, the mills should not overlook the 
shortage in the clay supply which is threatened. 


J. H. Stinchfield Goes to Watertown

The 
core of the solenoid is then instantly raised to its extreme position, 
opening both ports, which were previously closed, thus admitting 
hydraulic pressure to the upper end of the cylinder through the 
other pilot valve port. The piston in the cylinder is thereby forced 
downward, opening to a large extent the balanced regulating 
valve. This allows an increase in pressure in the grinder cylin- 
ders, increasing the load on the motor driving the grinders. 


Circuits Automatically Broken 


When the electric load has reached the point for which the 
primary relay is set, the primary circuit is broken, causing the 
secondary relay to break the secondary circuit. The core of the 
solenoid then drops immediately, forcing the pilot valve piston 
to the lower position, and closing both ports, which prevents the 
admission or escape of water from the hydraulic cylinder. Con- 
sequently, the piston of the hydraulic cylinder is locked in the 
exact position it occupied when the pilot valve closed. As long 
as the load remains constant a state of equilibrium will exist in 


the system, but if the load should increase above the point for 
which the primary relay is set, contact would be made in that 
direction, causing the other switch of the secondary relay to 
close its secondary circuit, energizing the other solenoid and 
opening the other pilot valve. The opening of this pilot valve 
causes both its ports to open, admitting hydraulic pressure to the 
lower end of the hydraulic cylinder through one of its ports and 
exhausting water from the upper end of the cylinder through 
its other port. Thus some of the pressure applied to the grinder 
pockets and likewise the load on the grinder motor are reduced, 


Adjusting the Relays 

The primary regulating relay can be adjusted for any degree 
of load by raising or lowering a screw, so that in cases where cen- 
tral station power is used and the power company changes the 
available demand from day to day, it will be found easy to make 
the desired adjustment and thus prevent the occurrence of peak 
loads. In order to obtain stability of operation, necessary in the 
operation of any governor, there is a certain limit between the 
contacts of the primary regulating relay at which point the regu- 
lating valve is inactive. 

Fool Proof and Flexible Arrangement 


The installation of the regulator does not involve changes in 
the existing system of piping, and pumps used in mills can be 
used without any extensive alterations, a positive pressure or a 
centrifugal type of pump acting equally as well. All details of 
construction and design have been made with the principal object 
of reliability, and on account of the class of labor usually em- 
ployed, the apparatus has been made as near foolproof as possible, 
so that the operation of the regulator cannot be interfered with 
by the grinder man. Since the regulator can be installed in a 
mill without interfering with the production and is so arranged 
that it can be cut in or cut out of service without any interrup- 
tion or shutdown, a very flexible arrangement is secured. 


To Build Pulp Mill at Port Wentworth 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 12, 1917—Ground has been broken and 
foundations are being laid for the buildings of the new pulp mill, 
which the Carson Construction Company is putting up for the At- 
lantic Paper and Pulp Corporation at Port Wentworth. 

The Carson company was given the contract for the work fol- 
lowing the decision of the Atlantic Paper and Pulp Corporation that 
the design submitted by the company was more satisfactory from 
economic and other standpoints than its own plan, which contem- 
plated the construction of the mill by its own forces. 

The buildings will be several in number, constructed of reinforced 
concrete and hollow tile. The cost has not yet been determined 
with sufficient exactness to give out, according to the statement of 
the contractors.

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VACUUM PUMPS FOR PULP AND PAPER MILLS 


The hydro-turbine vacuum pumps and air compressors manufac- 
tured by the Nash Engineering Company, South Norwalk, Conn., 
which have been extensively introduced in pulp and paper mills, 
have proven very superior pumps. They have been satisfactorily 
used in connection with the flat boxes and suction rolls on wires 
and felts as well as in acid-making plants of sulphite mills and 
wherever vacuum is required; also as air compressors for com- 
pressing air used on dandy rolls and at the edges of press felt. 


Unique Principles Involved 


The principles involved are unique and have been incorporated 
in a machine of highest mechanical efficiency. The turbine prin- 
ciples have been so developed therein as to simplify the entire 
mechanical features so that there are only three main parts to the 
pump; (see Fig. 1) ; that is, the main body or case, the head cast- 
ing and the rotor. The latter is the only moving part. There are 
no valves, Gears, springs, pistons or loose moving parts in this 
machine.

of the pump and discharged therefrom twice in each revolution, 
balances the impeller so that it spins without vibration or any 
tendency to hammer or knock. 

The smallest peripheral clearance in these pumps is 1/16” to %4” 
depending upon the size, and therefore the possibility of interfer- 
ence of parts is very remote. 

The combination of the vacuum pumps and air compressor in one 
unit is most excellent, as it meets many conditions in the mills with 
minimum first cost and maintenance. 


Vacuum Pumps for Dryer Exhausts 


The introduction of the hydro-turbine vacuum pump dryer ex- 


vacuum. The water end is a special turbine designed to unload 
when not delivering water. 

The exhaust from the dryers or steam heating plant is drawn 
into a separating tank by the air pump. The water falls by gravity 
to the bottom of the tank and is removed by the turbine water 
pump which will handle the water at a temperature of 200 to 208 
degrees and deliver it against a pressure of twenty pounds. The 
air is removed from the top of the tank by the hydro-turbine and 
delivered against atmospheric pressure only. The pump will main- 
tain twelve to fifteen inches of vacuum constantly on the system.

As both pumps are highly efficient, and the water (which is 
about one-fifth of the volume handled) is the only part delivered 
against a head, a minimum of power is required. The fact that no 
gears or loose moving parts are used, and only one impeller is 
used in each pump makes the equipment most excellent for use in 
pulp and paper mills. 

The space required is comparatively small, as both pumps are 
within the same main housing and the work is accomplished with 
approximately one-half the power ordinarily required. 

The hydro-turbine dryer exhaust units used in connection with 
steam traps on the individual dryers or several traps in the ex- 
haust system maintain ideal conditions to secure the highest 
efficiency from the dryers, as both the air and water are handled so 
positively and advantageously and the air pocketing in traps and 
dryers is minimized. 

A number of these units have been very successfully installed

Forestry Work in New Zealand 


The principal Government forestry nursery and reserve of New 
Zealand is at Rotorua, says Consul General Alfred A. Winslow 
of Auckland. H. A. Goudie, general superintendent for the 
North Island, has given the American consul general an oppor- 
tunity to study the nursery and plantation, where the first forestry 
work was begun in 1898. Since that date 58,459,000 forest trees 
have been propagated in this nursery out of a total of 104,835,900 
for the entire Dominion since the beginning of the industry; and 
more than 14,700 acres of trees have been planted on the two ad- 
joining reserves, out of a total of 27,217 acres for the Dominion. 

“The soil for the nursery is thoroughly prepared by being culti- 
vated and fertilized until it becomes a rich black sandy loam 
before planting is begun. It is then laid out in beds about 8 feet 
wide and 100 feet long into which seeds for about 200,000 plants 
each are sown. A very great majority of the plants are cultivated 
until they are two years old, when they are transferred to the 
plantations, or sold to individual growers at the cost of produc- 
tion,

Paper 

The present condition of suspense in the paper business bids 
fair to continue indefinitely, depending only on events which may 
induce larger buying again by consumers. The jobbers do not 
care to lay in stock at present rates, and the mills are unwilling 
to lower their prices because they are doing satisfactory if not 
rushing business, and many of them would not consider it profit- 
able to continue running if the market should fall. 

The manufacturers take the conservative attitude that they 
prefer to cut down their production rather than take the chance 
of overloading he market by keeping up the unusual pace set for 
the last year. It is possible that’ one or two mills could break 
the market at any time in their particular line if they were willing 
to cut prices. They are apparently confident, instead, that their 


position is secure, and prefer less immediate business and better 


prices. 

The continued difficulties experienced by many mills on ac- 
count of railroad embargoes and difficulty of securing cars is be- 
coming an important consideration in controlling production. 
When shipments from the mill are held up because the railroad 
cannot furnish enough cars there is no reason for the mills con- 
tinuing to run to capacity, and when deliveries of coal cannot be 
had for love or money the plant may as well shut down. A num- 
ber of tissue mills are reported shut down in the last two weeks, 
and other lines are also affected. 

Much opposition is heard to the price for news print set by the 
Federal Trade Commission of $2.50 per hundred pounds. Many 
small manufacturers maintain that they cannot produce news 
print at this low rate, much less market it, because of the high 
price of raw materials. These manufacturers anticipate chang- 
ing to other grades of paper if any pressure is brought to bear on 
them to accept this price. 

The railroad situation seems to have no effect on orders, which 
remain about the same for all grades. Wrappings have more of 
a tendency to revive than higher grade papers, and jobbers report 
that orders are coming in much better. Several tissue mills have 
raised the price’on manila tissue from $1.25 to $1.30 per ream, 
and news board is also higher. Other varieties of boards are not 
so strong. 

Mechanical Pulp 

There is no market on ground wood to-day. That is about 
the only way to explain the situation just now. Prices received 
or mentioned of late have varied all the way from $45 to $60 a 
ton at the mill. Production is being hampered in many ways, 
with the result that it is practically impossible to buy ground 
wood pulp on the market, and quotations are largely nominal. 


Chemical Pulp 


No changes have taken place in the prices maintained for do- 
mestic pulp. Foreign pulp is of course very scarce, and what does 
come over is sold beforehand. No new shipments from abroad 
have been learned of since last week. The general easy tone in 
the paper business has for some time made orders for pulp rather 
slow, but dealers and pulp manufacturers report that a decided 
quickening has been noted in this market during the week. 


Rags 
The rag market is not a very interesting spectacle at present. 
There is really no demand for rags at any price. The effect of 
the quiet market is of course making itself felt all the way back 
to the rag collector, who in the present state of affairs can make 
more money working in a factory or some other line. As a re-

sult the amount of rags coming into the city has fallen off de- 
cidedly. It is estimated that the receipts from collectors are only 
50 per cent. of normal A few bales come in occasionally from 
Holland, and also from France, but as there is a better market 
for them on the European side they are too scarce to be of im- 
portance. 
Bagging 

There is nothing new to report in the line of bagging or ropes, 
although former prices are ruling firm. Most of the prices quoted 
are nominal, but a fair amount of business is being done in gunny 
bagging with a limited number of mills. There is no supply of 
foreign gunny reaching New York because of the same difficulties 
which beset the pulp importers. 


Old Papers 

The collection of old papers has been discouraged by the re- 
cent rapid fall of prices, with the result that new supplies, like 
rags, are decidedly falling off. It seems probable that this means 
a rally in this market in a short time. To-day the effect is doubt- 
less being felt of the remarkable increase of paper production in 
the United States which came with the beginning of the boom of 
last year. As the increased supplies of all kinds of paper reached 
the consumer and were put into use they began to come into the 
market again as old paper. When the mills first increased their 
production there was a shortage of raw materials, and paper 
stock went up. Now the paper stock available has increased so 
much that the old status is apparently being re-established. 


Returned Soldiers for Forestry Work 


In solving the problem of providing suitable employment for 
returned soldiers, the possibilities in forestry and fire protection 
work should not be overlooked, says Conservation, the organ of 
the Commission of Conservation, Ottawa, Canada. For many of 
these men, such work would be highly attractive. In carrying out 
a plan for the establishment of vocational schools for the training 
of returned soldiers, provisions should be made in some way for 
special courses of instruction in Such 
should be of the most practical character, calculated to make the 
services of the men of great value to Dominion and provincial 
Jorestry and fire-protective organizations, and to private timber 
owners as well. 

Technical forest schools are already in existence at Toronto, 
Quebec and Fredericton, and another is contemplated at Van- 
couver. It should be possible to secure the co-operation of these 
schools in the establishment of supplementary ranger schools, spe- 
‘ializing primarily in the several classes of forest engineering work 
ahich would best fit the men for the practical duties with which 
they would be confronted in the lines of government or private 
employ. Another possibility is the establishment of such courses 
of instruction direct by the several governmental fire protective 
organizations, Dominion and provincial. Each of these should be 
able to provide employment for quite a number of returned sol- 
diers, with great mutual advantage, providing the men are pro] 
erly trained.

ALUM.—Steadiness continues to maintain in this 
Chrome alum is moving on a basis of 20c. per pound. 
quote 4%c. for ammonia and 534@6c. for potash lump alum. 

BLANC FIXE.—A steady demand for all grades of this product 
exists, since the recent falling off in quotations for the by-product. 
Carload lots are quoted at $70@80 for pure blanc fixe; $100@110 
for dry; $40@$50 for by-product. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Second hands 
concessions under the inactive demand of consumers. Sales in 
large drums are reported as low as 3%c. per pound. The latest 
quotations are 3.60@3.90c. per pound for large drums and 5”%@ 
534c. a pound for small drums. 

BRIMSTONE.—The market continues to maintain its strong 
position. Leading producers continue to uphold the recent ad- 
vance and contract business excells in volume anything hitherto 
known in the industry. At the mines $27.50@35 per long ton is 
quoted, whereas at New York $45 per long ton, and at Baltimore 
$45.50 is asked. 

CASEIN.—No change is reported in the situation of the casein 
market. The demand is greatly in excess of the supply and there 
is no outlook for any immediate relief in sight. It is expected 
that the Spring months will bring with them a sufficient supply 
of domestic casein to offset the shortage of the imported product. 
Prices range from 19c. up, with 22@23c. the most frequent figure. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The steadier condition noted in our 
previous report continues at present. Stocks for resale on spot 
are scarce and dealers quote 44%4@434c. a pound for the 76 per 
cent. test. 

CHINA CLAY.—Bad weather and congested freight conditions 
are affecting this market both in regard to the supply of foreign 
and domestic grades. A decided shortage of this product seems 
inevitable for some time to come. 

ROSIN.—Dealers report a light volume of business passing, but 
a firm tone in the price line. The local market is a trifle below 
par to-day at primary points because of the recent activity of com- 
petitive dealers. It is prophesied that prices will show an ad- 
vancing tendency in New York unless the Savannah market settles 
to a lower level. New York prices for paper makers’ grades are 
quoted ex-yard as follows: E, $6.15@6.25; F, $6.15@6.25; G,$6.15 
@$6.25. 

SODA ASH.—A steady tone is reflected on the spot market 
and a tendency toward advancing prices is noted. There is no 
large volume of spot offerings owing to the difficulty experienced 
by dealers in procuring supplies from out-of-town points because 
of embargoes and freight congestion. Light 50 per cent. is 
quoted at 2.95@3.05c. per pound flat for immediate shipment.
